The Virginia Pollution Abatement (VPA) General Permit Regulation for Animal Feeding
Operations (9 VAC 25-192) has been amended. This action reissues the current VPA general
permit that expires on November 16, 2004, and also amended the regulation, where applicable,
to reflect changes to 40 CFR Parts 9, 122, 123, and 412 as published in the Federal Register
Volume 68, No. 29, dated February 12, 2003.

This VPA General Permit Regulation for Animal Feeding Operations 9VAC25-192 governs the
management of pollutants at animal feeding operations (AFQ’s) with 300 or more animal units
utilizing a liquid manure collection and storage system. A new general permit regulation
9VAC25-191 has been adopted in accordance with 862.1-44.17:1 of the Code of Virginia to
regulate certain AFQO’s that meet the federal definition of concentrated animal feeding operation
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(CAFO). CAFO'’s will be regulated under the Virginia Pollution Discharge Elimination System
(VDPES) permits as required by the federal CAFO rule, which became effective April 14, 2003.
9VAC25-191 affects a subset of AFO’s currently regulated by 9VAC25-192. This action is being
taken to amend 9VAC25-192 to exclude the CAFQO’s that will be regulated by 9VAC25-191, and
to make it consistent with the requirements of the proposed regulation.

Amendments to the VPA general permit for animal feeding operations will become effective on
November 16, 2004. After December 31, 2006, permittees will be required to implement a
nutrient management plan (NMP) written by a certified nutrient management planner that
addresses nitrogen as well as phosphorus loss to ground and surface waters according to the
most current standards and criteria developed by the Virginia Department of Conservation and
Recreation at the time the plan is written.

Statement of Final Agency Action

On August 31, 2004, the State Water Control Board approved amendments to the Virginia
Pollution Abatement General Permit Regulation for Animal Feeding Operations, 9 VAC 25-192-
10 et seq. The regulation will be effective 30 days following publication in the Virginia Register.

The State Water Control Board will receive, consider and respond to petitions by any interested
person at any time with respect to reconsideration or revision.

Family impact
